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RINCESS CLEMENTINE’S HARD LOT. 
The children of King Leopold of Belgium have 
found little comfort in being born in the purple. 
The life of every one of them has been saddened, 
most of them ruined, by being daughters of a king. 
The tough old monarch has a heart as hard as ada- 
mant, and his brutality has spent itself on his 
children more than on others. An unnatural. par- 
ent is about the worst possession life ever brings 
to son or daughter, especially the daughter. The 
fear of retaliation on the part of others may check 
Leopold's unkind disposition, but his children are 
powerless in this respect and so bear the brunt of 
his bad humor. The Princess “Clem,” as she is 
called in Brussels, is the only child who is even on 
speaking terms with the King. In her case it is 
one of armed neutrality most of the time, with oc- 
casional bursts of actual warfare. Leopold has 
made his palace a close rival of a brothe!, and the 
Princess rebelled against the introduction of the 
father’s lights o“ love to the palace grounds if not 
to the palace itself. All the city, and nearly all 
Europe, know the indignities put on his family by 
this old fellow, who ought long ago to have been 
broken on the wheel. 

The Princess is said by all who know her to be 
altogether a charming person, clean of life, lovely 
of spirit, intelligent, democratic, unaffected and 
noble. At home she is unhappy as a slave; abroad 
she has little companionship. 

To crown her unhappiness. there came into her 
life Prince Victor Napoleon, a handsome, well-edu- 
cated, vivacious young fellow. He and the Princess - 
Clementine fell in love, and on her part at least 
the attachment is sincere. But Prince Victor is a
